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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's 
arguments filed January 25, 2007 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's 
invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., "... Muurinen only shows light- 
emitting means which are located between the bottom and top of the top surface of the respective keys ... 
etc") are not clearly recited in the rejected claim(s). Applicant is reminded that the claims in a pending 
application are given their broadest reasonable interpretation. In re Pearson, 181 USPQ 641 (CCPA 
1974). For example, "... light emitting means ... located below the bottom of a top surface of the 
respective keys if the respective keys are view in a direction perpendicular to the top surface of the 
respective keys ... etc" the following limitations does not distinguish over cited prior art (e.g., see below 
drawing Figure). 
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Things clearly shown in reference patent 
drawing qualify as prior art features, even though unexplained by the specification. In re Mraz, 173 
USPQ 25 (CCPA 1972). Therefore, applicant's arguments are not persuasive. Also see drawing Figures 
9-10. 

Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification 
are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

The information disclosure statement filed December 20, 2006 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1.98(a)(3) because it does not include a concise explanation of the relevance (e.g., 10-39980), as it is 
presently understood by the individual designated in 37 CFR 1.56(c) most knowledgeable about the 
content of the information, of each patent listed that is not in the English language. It has been placed in 
the application file, but the information referred to therein has not been considered. Other document(s) 
have been considered by the examiner.
